sword and scabbard on his thigh, a cross 
on his breast and on his head a crowi 


many glittering jewels, like stars. 


le looked beautiful, but was partly hid- 
flen by an obtrusive rider on n black 01 
lark horse. 


'These were hidden or overshadowed 


yy a haughty woman in costly royal at- 
ire, who seemed to rulf over both. 
Then these were eclipsed l.y tho coming 
of a militaiy leader with sword in right 
hand, elevated ready to strike, the scab- 
bard cast away, a droKS on bis right 
breast and a square and compass on his 
left. 
On his head was a military hut, 


the crown blended with the man's hair. 
On each sido of tho man's head was n 
horn, and a cross was erect behind him. 
He stepped out and iorth and began no- 
tion, never stopping to re=t or turning 
his back on the enemy. Ho retreated 
eastward to within about five degrees of 
tho horizon, then began to advance with 
heavy martial tread, like one tramping 
the wine press, and wielding his sword. 


"About 11:40 p. m. as wo stood 


watching the phenomenon, blood was 
seen to stream forth from tho casket 
and spread far and wide, apparently 300 
miles in extent. Mr. Blue, who is a 
veteran of tho war, said it was like the 
blood of tho battlefield, only a deeper 


red. 
Tho warrior seemed at times to be 


in blood to his knees and above. 


"At 12:15 I retired, but Mr. Blue re- 


mained watching until S a. m. and says 
tho warrior was yet parading the skius 
and was joined by another, who ad- 
vanced to meet him from tho ea&t. The 
casket vanished after this warrior step- 
ped out. Myself and Mr. Blue saw the 
first and second scenes. Others saw part 
of the second. Mr. Thompson and Mr. 
Blue saw all the second. " 


Mr. Smith adds to his statement, 


"morally sworn," as he say&, as fol- 
lows: "I hereby certify the above to bo 
given as penned as seen by me. Others 
may have seen more or loss points.''

As if this unfortunate condition of 


affairs was not enough, the baby ia af- 
flicted with more fingers than is usually 
given to mankind. From the little fin- 
ger of each hand is an extra finger of 
perfect shape and size, and excepting 
that it points in an opposite direction to 
the other fingers is apparently formed 
to remain for a lifetime. 


In all other respects the little girl is 


healthy, weighs eight pounds and is as 
pretty and well behaved a child as could 
bo found anywhere, - 


Its parents, Mr. and Mrs. Juda Gross- 


man, 
live on the third floor at 154 


Orchard street. This is the eighth year 
of their married life, and during that 
time three children have been born, 
who have all died. 


The eyeless infant was examined in 


the Post Graduate Medical hospital yesr 
torday by Drs. F. F. Reyliug and 
Charles A. Tama before a class of 60 
students. 
It was conclusively proved 


that the child has no sight whatever, 
the cause being the arrest of develop- 
ment before birth. Dr. Lander, who is 
attending the child, has been searching 
old medical manuscripts for records of 
similar cases, but the only success he 
has met with was the finding of a mere 
mention in an old French natural WST 
tory by Eruneau of a case where a male 
child was born without eyes.—New 
York Herald.

Two years ago, when 6^ per cent, of 


the voters of Nevada repudiated the 
Wall Street twins, the Virginia City 
Enterprise died of goldbugism. The 
paper was owned by D. O. Mills, who 
mide millions on this Coast and then 
went to New York, where he became 
one of the most pronounced gold men 
on Wrill Street. Thirsting for revenge, 
because the people of Nevada d.id not 
give the Electoral vote of the State to 
bis son-in-law, Whitelaw Eeid, he con- 
ceived the idea of resuscitating the 
Enterprise, and sent a ffunkey, who has 
as little regard for truth as he has 
knowledge of the conditions which 
exist ia Nevada, to edit it.

INCOMIS TAX, 


The Income tax law passed by the 


present Congress will go into effect 
next January, 
Tne first payment will 


ba due before the 1st day of July 1803. 
Tho amount of the tax is 2 per cent on 
all incomes over $4 000 a year. The 
Secretary of the Treasury estimates 
tnat the tax will produce $15 000 000 
during the present fiscal year. It is 
one of the most equitable systems of 
taxation yet devised for the support of 
the Government. Ouly tho^e persons 
who can afford to pay are raqnired to 
pay, a parson with an iucome of $4 000 
or less is exempt from taxation, while 
those whose incomes exceed 
that 


amount are required to pay 2 per cent 
per annum on the excess. A man with 
$5 ODD income for instance pays $23 a 
year for the support of the Govern- 
ment. That surely oannot be considered 
unjust to those who have such incomes; 
yet a determined effort was made by 
ssveral members of Congress to defeat 
tho bill.

Magnificence 


comes after." lu spite, however, of this 
axiom of tb» gentle Elia, not a few oi 
this well thumbed, torn and xlog's eared 
favorites turned their backs to the spec- 
tator, coverless. 
Upon a goodly row of 


encyclopedias and books which ore no 
books tho jealous essayist burst forth- 
"I confess that it moves my spleen to 
see these things in books' clothing 
perched upon shelves, like false saints, 
usurpers of true shrines, intruders into 
the sanctuary, * * 
•* set out in nn ar- 


ray of Russia or Morocco, when a tithe 
of that good leather vrould comfortably 
reclothe my shivering folios, would 
renovate Paracelsus himself and en- 
able old Raymund Lully to look like 
himself in the world. I never see these 
impostors but I long to strip them to 
warm my ragged veterans in 
their 


spoils." 


Of curios in the way of binding there 


exist in England several examples. 
In 


the Exeter museum, there is to be found 
a volume bound in the skin of George 
Cndnlbre, \vho was executed in 1830 for 
poisoning his wife. 
In the library of 


Bury St. Edmunds there is a ' 'Lite of 
Corder,'' a murderer, bound in a piece 
of his own skill. In the library of MCK- 
borough House there were formerly two 
books boiiud in the skin of Mary Bate 
man, 
tho Yorkshire witeh who was 


hanged early in this century. 


In 1821 n man named Hoi-wood suf- 


fered t*ho extreme penalty for tho mur- 
lor of a girl, and the following trades- 
man's account of a book in the infirmary 
library cxpJniua itself: 


"Bristol, 
Juno, 
1828. — Richard 


Smith, Esq., Dr. to H. H. Essex. To 
rinding in the skin of John Horwood a 
/ariety of papers relating to him, •£! 
I Ofa., the same being lettered in Latin OH 
<ach side of the book 'The True Skin of 
lohn Horwood.' " 


Whether tho skins of hardened crim- 


inals arc more easily curried and dressed 
ban those of ordinary mortals I must 
;onfess I ana unable to judge. 


It was at a dinner party that Thomas 


Jarlyle gave vent to his opinion as to 
miding books with human skins. The 
lyspeptio sago had so far sat in morose 
ilence. 
An unpleasant feeling hung 


>ver the party, many of whom had been 
pecially invited to hear his erratic 
MOWS 
A genial ol't gentleman was eu- 


leavoriug to iiituse a little warmth into 
ho assemblage by playfully remaiking 
n a young politicil enthusiast who sat 
lOside him, "The British people can af- 
oul to laugh at theories " 


This remark woke up Carlylo, and 


poakirig for tho first and only tiino 
nnnpf tho evening ho observed in his 
i=ual ill bicd way "Sir, tho French 
tobility of 100 yoaisago said they could 
Gord to laugh at theories. Then came 
i man who wrote a book called 'Tho 
locial Contract.' Tlio man was called 
Irnn Jacques Rousseau, and his book 
. as a theory and nothing but a theory 
Che uob'es could laugh at this theory, 
mt their bkiiis went to bind the second 
ilmou of this book." 


Il is a matter of tact that dr.rmg the 


loirors of tho Fionchrevolution tanner 
es were established 111 vanotis parts of 
''rniico whore the skins ol' the victims of 
ho guilloUuo wore tanned, and many of 
hose were used to binrl books on account 
>i tho fine grained surface exhibited alt 
•r being carried.

I remember uo have seen at nn old ciri- 
osity shop 011 New Oxlord fctioot only a 
fow years ago a piece of hnid, dry, 
tough, leathery skin, which, I was ,\t, 
sured, wab tho tanned Judo of <i M;>oii 
Tho tattoo marks weio plaiul/ Msible 
on its surface, and on examining it with 
a powerful glass thogr.nii of tho human 
skin was clearly shown. 


In speaking of tho binding of books 


0110 cannot reft am from alluding in pass- 
ing to the enemies of books—enemies 
that usually make their depredations 
upon binding* Theso insects, popularly 
known as bookworms, are found in pa- 
per, leather and parchment. The larvie 
of Crambus pingninalis will establish 
themselves upon the binding of a book, 
and spinning a robe will do it little in- 
jury. A mite—Acarns crnditus—oats 
tho paste that fa&tens the paper over the 
edges of tho binding and so loosens it. 
The eatcipillar of another little moth 
takes ita fetation in damp, old books be- 
tween tho leaves and there commits 
great ravages. Burns has addressed to 
these bookworms an epigram which be- 
trays tho cynical humor of the poet: 


Thnmgh iind through the inspired loaves 


Vo tnasgots make jour windings; 


Uut, oh, rcbpcct his lordship's taste 


And spare his golden bindings!
